that no diminution of the penalties
be pormitied because of war and
the old excuse of necessury cxcesres
of thoe milltary during the barbar-
fsms of war,

Thousands of cases have been pro-
pared In detall pending the actlon of
the peace conference. 1f the plan
puccoeds, one of the terms of final
peace for Germany and Austrin and
Turkey and Bulgaria will be the
turning over to the allles of offend.
ers in these cases and they will be
extradited to the ‘scames of < the
erimes. ‘There they will be tried
and thelr punlshment will mark a
new progress in civilization and the
protection of the women and chil-
dren of the world.

FLEET NOTHING NEW

London, Jan. 11.-—The Blshop of
Durham has found an historical pre-
codent for the surrender of the Ger-
man fleet in the pages of Livy. That
nuclent chronleler tells how, as an
article of the pemsce ngreement
which ended the second Punic war,
Carthago had to surrender to Rome
the whole of her bailtle fleet,

Rome, the artlele polnts out, was
the great military power snd Carth-
nge wns the great naval power of
antiquity, just as Germany and Eng-
land in modern times. Rome beat
Carthage—the soldler beat the sall-
or. In the couflict Rome revealed
an extraordinary adaptablility for
naval warfare, and Carthage grave
internal weakness.

London, Jan. 11.—Dr. Karl Lieb.
knecht, Spartacan leader, was killed
during the street fighting Thursday
evening, aceording to a Copenhagen
dispateh. Other dispatchea filed later
make no mention of Liebknecht's
death,

The governmen! forces control the
sltuation in Berlin, so far as the cen-
ter of the city is concerned, and it ia
yot unknown whether the Spartacans
have been cleared from the outlying
districts. Volunteers are reinfore-
ing the loyal troops.

STRHE ENDS N BLODDY
ROT Y BUENDS AVRES

Buenos Ayres, Jan. 11,—Seventy-
two persons were killed, 81 gravely
wounded and over 8500 slightly In-
Jured in a fight resulting from the
Eeneral sirlke. The congreasional
palnoe was the scene of hot fighting.

Buenos Ayres, Jan. 11.—At 11

o'clock Iast night battles between
strikers and police were raging In
all parts of the city. There was a
particularly sharp confliet in front
of the postoffice. If the fighting
spreads in this district It probably
will be necessary to close the cable
offices,
Several atempis were made to
capture the first district police sta-
tion, one block from the American
consulate.

Washington, Jan. 11.—Walter D.
Hines, assistant director general of
railroads, has been appointed diree-
tor general by President Wilson, on
Director MeAdoo's recommendation.
Mr. Hines advocates McAdoo's plan
for a five-year continuation of gov-
ernment control, but If congress
does not enact new raillroad legisla-
tion at an early date he favors re-
turning the roads immediately to
private management,

Mr. Hinea' salary has not been
determined by the president. Direc-
tor MeAdoo received nothing.

RICKENBACKER IS ACE OF
ACES AMONG YANKS

Washington, Jan. 11.—Captain
Edward V. Rickenbacker of Colom-
bus, Ohlo, famous as an automobile
driver, was the premier “ace™ of the
American alr forces in Franee, hav-
ing 26 enemy planes to his credit.
An official report received today at
the war department showed that
there wore 63 “aces"-—men downing
five or more enemy machines—Iin
the American army when the war
ended.

POST OFFICE DEPT.
SHIFTS BLAME T0 ARMY

Washington, Jan, 11.—Blame for
delays in transmission of mail to
and from soldiers overseas was place
ed on the war department today by
Second Assistanl Postmaster General
Praeger In testimony hefore the sen-
ate postoffice committee, Most of
the trouble, he said, was due to
“earelesaness” on the part of mili-
tary officlals and the war depart-
ment's fallure to cooperate with the
postal authorities.

DEMOBILIZATION FAR
EXCEEDS ENGLAND'S

Washington, Jan. 11.—General
March said today that the demobili-
gatfon In Ameriea i3 proceeding
twice as fast as it is in ®ngland, and
that 693,889 Americans have been
discharged, to 352,668 British.

General March said the American
troops now scheduled for demobiliza-
tlon number 1,151,000, including
90,000 who actually have returned
from overseas.
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PAYFORSOLDERS

Reconstruction  Conventlon  Glves
Soldiers First Consideratbon—Will
Be Put Up to Congress

Portland, Jam 11.-—Most Import-
ant of the many resolutions which
will be presented to the state recon-
struetion convention now in session
at the public anditorium is one mem-
orializing congress to immediately
provide for an allowance to each sol-
dier, sailor and marine of $50 for
civilian ciothes and one month’s pay
at the time of discharge, acd an al-
lowance of five months' pay to be
pald monthly, and also transporta-
tion to the point of registration or
to his home town, at the sleetion of
the discharged soldler, saiflor or
marine,

These resolutions were drafted by
a commitiee appointed yesterday
afternon by Mayor Baker, chalrman
of the convention, consisting of City
Commissioner Bigelow, J. M. Haw-
kins, of Alhany; James D. Stewart,
of Fossil, and Mayor Bell, of Hood
River, after the attention of the con-
vention had been called to the man-
ner in which men in the service are
being discharged without any funds
to meet immediate wants.

|Willam of Prussia was proclaimed

emperor; Blamark, Moltke and other

Prussian generals and princes, es-
lsembled for a religlon service. Af-
ter the =ermon was preached the

king read a patent establishing the
empire, and Bismarck followed with
the proclamation, which concluded:
‘“May God grant nf and our succes-
gors ever to be incrensers of the
German empire, not by warlike con-
quests, but with the graces and gifts
of peace for the nationnl well belng,
for freedom and elvilization."

Cheers for the new emperor were
led by the Grand Duke of Baden.

It was at Mismarck's lodgings in
the Rue de Provence, Versailles;
that he negotiated the peace treaty
preliminaries with the French rep-
rasentatives, Thiers and Tavre, The
French were compelled to agree to
the surrender of Alsace and much of
Lorraine, and to pay an Indemnity
of $1,000,000,000, and to submit to
a German entry into Parls and »
German occupation of a large area

1 France.

Two Steamers Rushing to Assistance,

Halifax, Novia Secotia, Jan. 11.—
The steamship Castalia, reported by
wireless this morning that she was
sinking fast, 65 miles south of Canm-
80, and called for immediaie sssist-
ance. The message also said: ““Com~
dition critical shape; drifting east.”
The ship Is belleved to be the Am-
erican steamP Castalia, 3,000 tons
grogs. There is alfo a British ship
of the same name, 6,000 tons.

Two steamers are reported rush-
ing to the assitsance, one belng 170
miles distant.

The Great Lakes steamer Castalia
left Quebec a month ago for Hallfax.
To bring her through the ecanals
from the Great Lakes ghe was cut in
two sections and later refitted.
